EAGER BEAVERS 


The staff of the Department of Finance in Ottawa 
appear to be just a little over eager beaverish. They 
are eager to get every last penny in taxes, judging 
from the new table of Income Tax Deductions at Source, 
but are not so eager to pay interest on overpayments. 

Deductions provided by the table which came into | 
effect on July Ist have been increased to 100% of the} 
tax and are, of course, some 25 per cent higher than) 
those in the previous table as was announced by the) 
Minister of Finance last spring. 

The catch is that most everyone these days makes | 
charitable donations or has medical expenses high | 
enough to reduce taxable income. As a result most tax | 
payers will have too much taxes deducted from their | 
pay. Inevitably a tremendous number of tax refund | 
cheques will have to be sent out eventually and in all | 
likelihood many more civil servants will have to be | 
hired to look after the job. 

There was not much wrong with the old system 
whereby 95 per cent of the tax was deducted at the 
source. This meant that for a great many people at the, 
end of the fiscal year taxes due and taxes paid evened | 
out because of charitable donations, medical expenses | 
and other deductible items. 

We feel that many Canadians, realizing that their) 
money overpaid in tax deductions does not bear inter- | 
est, are resentful of the eager beaver attitude of the | 
Department of Finance. Mr, Abbott might well recon-| 
sider his department's policy on payroll tax deductions | 
and revert to the former, more equitable system.

WHEAT POOL POLICY 


It was never the intention of the founders 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool and Pool Elevators 
that earnings should be distributed on the basis 
of capital stock holdings. The Pool elevator sys- 
tem was built to give service to working farmers 
not to make profits for stockholders, 


The present Wheat Pool policy in respect to 
reserves accumulated during the period 1923 to 
1928 provides for their purchase at 100 cents on 
the dollar from the older members and from 
those no longer engaged in farming and the 
transferring of these reserves to members who 
patronize Pool elevators, together with a cash 


patronage dividend in years when earnings 
justify same. 


Since Alberta Pool Elevators started in bust 
ness the following payments have been made 
to patrons and reserve holders: 

Patronage dividends in cash 

Redemption of reserves 


$4,695,593 
5,876,900 


$10,572,493 


In addition to the above, patronage divi- 


dends have been paid in reserves to a total of 
$4,935,846, 


Every Pool member should have a clear 
understanding of Pool policies. It is believed 
that such policies should encourage more farm- 
ers to become Pool members and should also be 
an incentive to increased deliveries to Pool ele- 
vators.
